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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should not contain a 
reference to FIG. 2A. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,5-6, 8-9, 11 and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Roschmann P.N. 4,746,866. 

Roschmann (cited in the instant specification) discloses a HF coil system for Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging. Applicant's attention is directed to the description of Fig. 1 and 6. A 
set of transmission lines are arranged parallel to the axis of RF shield 6 and 15 (Fig. 6). 
Each of the transmission lines consists of a bar that is straight and divided into 
cylindrical segments (conductors 3a and 3b), the bars are provided with thin dielectric 
elements 2 inserted between the segments. Note that conductive segments 3a and 3b 
are conductively connected to the shield 6 at points 4a and 4b. 
Roschmann meets all the limitations of the claims at issue in their present form.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-4, 7, 10 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a).
